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and then at Howell L. Watkins Junior 
High. Finally, in 1967, he was appointed 
principal of Palm Beach Gardens High 
School, one year before the facility 
opened. 

He soon became one of educations 
rising young stars, and in 1973, Eissey 
was named the assistant superintendent 
of north area schools for the Palm Beach 
County School System. His responsibili¬ 
ties in that position (he directed a multi¬ 
million dollar budget, 21 schools and 
over 20,000 students) paved the way for 
his appointment as chairman of the 
PBJC Board of Trustees in 1972. 

Three years later, Eissey became the 
vice president of the Colleges North 
Campus, and in 1977, he was named 
PBJCs president-elect. When learning 
of his selection, Eissey said, “This is my 
zenith; 1 do not consider this position as 
a stepping stone because Palm Beach 
County is my home, and my life is com¬ 
mitted to the people and educational 
needs of the community.” Following 
Harold C. Manors retirement in 1978, 
he officially was installed as the Colleges 
third president. 

Under his gifted leadership, PBCCs 
student population has grown from 
8,000 in 1976 to over 51,000 in 1996. 
Also, the College has expanded from the 
Centra] Campus in Lake Worth to three 
satellite campuses — in Belle Clade, 
Palm Beach Cardens and Boca Raton. 


t takes a great 
man to accomplish 
great things. And in 
his 45 years as a 
Palm Beach 
County educa¬ 
tor, die last 18 
years spent as 
Palm Beach 
ommunity 
College presi¬ 
dent, Edward 
M. Eissey has 
shown that he is a 
great man. Under 
his visionary leadership, 
Florida’s first public community college 
has flourished. 

Enrollment has soared, die College 
has added three satellite campuses to 
support PBCCs Central Campus in 
Lake Worth and a multitude of new pro¬ 
grams have been added while existing 
ones have received national recognition. 
Indeed, PBCC has grown from a tree¬ 
less patch of outback land that was once 
considered the country, to one of 
Americas premier institutions of higher 
education. 

The name most often associated with 
PBCC is Ed Eissey, and while he is 


directly credited with much of PBCCs 
achievements, he can still remember 
going to school at PBCCs first perma¬ 
nent site. As Eissey was a student of the 
College, he knew what it was like in the 
old days. And much like his favorite 
movie actor, John Wayne, he has always 
chosen the role of rough and tumble, 
albeit very well educated, cowboy, who 
did not understand the word can’t. 

In fact, on many an occasion, it has 
been Eissey s sheer power of will that 
has made the difference in making the 
impossible a reality. Indeed, there have 
been far more sunsets for him to ride 
into than stonn fronts to avoid. Eissey is 
a man who went to the old school — the 
one of hard knocks. He knows what its 
like to pull himself up from his boot 
straps, and he also knows what its like to 
face adversity. 

But for Eissey, a job was only done if 
it was done right. He learned this from 
his father, and it is a work ethic that has 
followed him all the years of his life. 
From the beginning, Eissey had his 
sights set on the top of the mountain. 
And it was no surprise that he was able 
to achieve his goal. Just looking back at 
tire career of this great man is a journey 
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worth remembering. After all, like 
Eissey s father also said, just sit back and 
listen. You might learn something. And 
the younger Eissey did. 

A lifelong resident of Palm Beach 
County, Eissey graduated from Palm 
Beach High School in 1946 and prompt¬ 
ly enrolled at Palm Beach Junior 
College, where he had been awarded an 
athletic scholarship. As a PBJC student, 
Eissey was involved in a variety of social, 
academic and extracurricular activities. 
He served as student government presi¬ 
dent, editor of the student newspaper 
and played both varsity baseball and bas¬ 
ketball. Additionally, he and Faye Johns 
(now Mrs. Ed Eissey) enjoyed the honor 
of being named Mr. and Miss PBJC. 


issey firmly believes that his 
years at the College helped to prepare 
him for eventual leadership roles, culmi¬ 
nating in his selection as PBJC president 
in 1977. After two years as a student at 
PBJC, Eissey completed Iris undergrad¬ 
uate degree at Florida State University. 
He was awarded his masters degree 
from the University of Florida, but 
returned to FSU to earn his doctorate of 
philosophy degree. 

In 1950, he began his educational 
career as a classroom teacher at Central 
Junior High School and Palm Beach 
High School. Later, he was promoted to 
principal — first at Greenacres 
Elementary’ and Junior High Schools,

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lever content to sit back and 
accept tilings as they are, (he is, most 
definitely, a cloer) Eissey achieved one of 
his great professional triumphs in 1980 
when he successfully put together a mill- 
age campaign that resulted in the pas¬ 
sage of a local referendum. Due largely 
to his intensive efforts. Palm Beach 
County voters overwhelmingly support¬ 
ed a tax increase which enabled the 
College to make badly needed repairs to 
campus facilities. 

Buoyed by the success of the millage 
campaign, Eissey continued to work 
non-stop on behalf of the College. He 
was keenly aware of PBCCs unique 
stature in state history as Florida’s first 
public community college, yet he was 
intent on making a great institution even 
greater. To meet the ever-increasing 
needs of the local community, he 
expanded the College s educational pro¬ 
grams and increased cooperation with 
business and industry. 

Yet more change was underway — 
and none more dramatic than what 
occurred in 19S8 when Palm Beach 
Junior College became Palm Beach 
Community College. Eissey was the 
prime catalyst behind the change, for he 
strongly believed that the name Palm 
Beach Community College more accu¬ 
rately reflected the broad spectrum of 
programs and services that were provid¬ 
ed to local citizens.

1990, the College undement 
another name change — not as far-reach¬ 
ing, perhaps as the one made a few years 
earlier, but certainly, one of importance. 
To honor Eissey s many years of extraor¬ 
dinary dedication and service, PBCCs 
North Campus in Palm Beach Gardens 
was renamed the Edward M. Eissey 
Campus. 

One of the hallmarks of Eissey s 
administration at PBCC has been his 
never-ending efforts to gain appropria¬ 
tions for PBCC and the state s commu¬ 
nity college system. Over the years, he 
has made countless trips to Tallahassee 
to plead his case before the legislature. 
Sometimes, he experienced success, 
sometimes a momentary setback — but 
he never gave up the fight. Additionally, 
Eissey helped to organize a Southeast 
Florida Consortium of Palm Beach, 
Broward, Dade and Monroe county 
community colleges to lobby the legisla¬ 
ture to support the particular education¬ 
al considerations of this area. 

During his tenure, Eissey has initiat¬ 
ed scores of programs, many of them 
directed primarily to assist students. He 
introduced Presidents Scholars, a pro¬ 


gram that annually provides College 
scholarships to area high school seniors 
who graduate in the top 10 percent of 
their class. Two other notable programs -- 
Fast Break and Reach Out — are direct¬ 
ed towards helping minority students 
enroll at PBCC. In addition, through the 
division of continuing studies, the areas 
senior citizens are offered a series of lec¬ 
tures and seminars developed especially 
for their individual interests and needs. 

Despite overwhelming professional 
challenges, Eissey remains active in a 
number of civic and charitable organiza¬ 
tions. His personal and professional 
involvement with St. Jude Childrens 
Research Hospital in Memphis, 
Tennessee, dates back more than four 
decades, and he is the past chairman of 
the organizations National Governing 
Board and received the 1990 Danny 
Thomas Award. 

Eissey is also a member of the 
Florida Council of Presidents Steering 
Committee and the Governor’s 
Commission for Quality Education in 
Florida. Moreover, he has been an invit¬ 
ed lecturer at Harvard University, par¬ 
ticipated in study missions to Russia and 
Eastern Europe and was a higher educa¬ 
tion consultant to the Republic of China. 

His list of awards and citations is 
equally as impressive. One of his most 
recent honors came in 1995 when he 
was inducted into the Florida Com¬ 
munity College Activities Association 
(FCCAA) Hail of Fame. He was also 
named one of 
Florida’s Outstand - 
ing Community Col¬ 
lege Presidents by 
the Community and 
Junior College Jour¬ 
nal , and received the 
Spirit of Life 
H u m anitaria n 
Award from the City 
of Hope. The Palm 
Beach Post present¬ 
ed him with both the 
Power Hitters and 
Pathfinders 
Awards, and the 
Palm Beach Bar 
Association recog¬ 
nized him with the 
Liberty Bell Award. 
He has also been 
honored by the 
Northern Palm 
Beach County 
Chamber of Commerce and the West 
Palm Beach Jaycees, who named him an 
Outstanding Citizen of Palm Beach 
County. 

Eissey has, indeed, cast a giant shad¬ 
ow over PBCC. His accomplishments as 
CEO are legendary and have impacted 
many areas. 


The College now offers over 100 
majors in the associate in arts and asso¬ 
ciate in science degree programs. In 
addition, die re are 11 short-term certifi¬ 
cate programs and hundreds of credit 
and non-credit courses in continuing 
studies. 

Under Eissey s leadership, there has 
been vigorous expansion of campus 
facilities. New buildings have opened at 
the South Campus including an academ¬ 
ic lab classroom building, office/student 
services facility, gymnasium and book¬ 
store. Recent additions to the Eissev 

j 

Campus in Palm Beach Gardens include 
a classroom building, a 750-seat per¬ 
forming arts theatre and a greenhouse 
facility/. Finally, in May 1996, a 75,000 
square foot, state-of-the-art Technology 
Building is slated to open at the Central 
Campus. 

Overall, PBCC student test scores 
have continued to improve, paiticuiarly 
in the area of the College Level 
Academic Skills Test (CLAST). In 
recent years, PBCCs CLAST scores for 
first-time examinees have consistently 
been the highest in the South Region, 
which includes Broward Community 
College, Florida Atlantic University, 
Florida International University, Florida 
Keys Community College and Miami- 
Dade Community College. 

In August 1993, the College opened 
its first student housing complex near 
the Central Campus. Panther Park 
Apartments, located on 2nd Avenue 
North in Lake Worth, consists of 160 
two-story townhomes which can accom¬ 
modate 640 students. After being open 
less than three years, Panther Park has 
achieved an 86 percent occupancy rate.

Ln addition, the College boasts three 
magnificent performing arts theatres — 
die Watson B. Duncan III Theatre at 
Central Campus; the Dolly Hand 
Cultural Arts Center at Glades Campus; 
and the Eissey Campus Theatre at the 
Palm Beach Gardens Campus. Apart 
from sendng as teaching facilities, the 
theatres have presented an outstanding 
program of entertainment and cultural 
enrichment diroughout the years. 

PBCC also offers varsity intercolle¬ 
giate athletic teams 
for women in bas¬ 
ketball, volleyball 
and softball and for 
men, basketball and 
baseball. Further¬ 
more, intramural 
activities are avail¬ 
able for all students, 
faculty and staff.

aim Beach Community College’s 
Teachers of Excellence: in the arena of on-cam¬ 
pus awards, it might be considered the academ¬ 
ic equivalent of an Oscar or an Emmy. 

The announcement of the 1996 honorees 
may lack the glitter and giitz of Hollywood’s big 
night. Nonetheless, the PBCC faculty members 
who were selected by their peers for individual 
academic achievement certainly qualify for their 
own 15 minutes of fame. 

For the first time since the Teachers of 
Excellence program was introduced in 1990, 
there are six award winners. PBCC’s Central 
Campus has named three honorees: Assistant 
Professor Helen Darcey, Senior Instructor Albert 
Howe and Associate Professor Allen Webber. 

Senior Instructor Joan Holloway was select¬ 
ed from the Eissey Campus, and Senior 
Instructor Stephen Gibson represents PBCC 
Glades. Completing the list of award winners is 
Senior Instructor Adele Shapiro from PBCC 
South. 

lelen Darcey, assistant professor in the 
reading component of the Center for 
Personalized Instruction (CPI), has been an 
integral member of the faculty for 25 years. She 
was hired in 1971 as a reading teacher in basic 
studies. Later, that area became part of the com¬ 
munications department under the late 
Distinguished Chair of Arts and Letters Watson 
B. Duncan III. 

Darcey, who left Chicago for the Sunshine 
State when she was 17. received both her mas¬ 
ter’s and bachelor’s degree from Florida Atlantic 
University. Her enthusiasm for the College and 
the students is clearly evident, yet outside of 
the classroom, she admits that her second love 
is international/intercultural education. Darcey 
has been a committee member since the pro¬ 
gram was first introduced, and has traveled 
extensively with faculty and students. 

For Darcey, being named a 1996 Teacher of 
Excellence is indeed an honor, but in her own 
emphatic words, she perceives this as a collec¬ 
tive, rather than an individual accomplishment. 
In commenting on her selection. Darcey said, 
“The award is a recognition of the entire CPI 
development program.” 


m lorida native Albert Howe 
serves as senior instructor and 
program leader for the College’s 
paramedic program. After earn¬ 
ing an associate’s degree in 
nursing from PBCC, Howe 
worked at various area hospi¬ 
tals. In 1981, he returned to 
his alma mater as an adjunct 
clinical instructor in the para¬ 
medic program and became a 
full-time faculty member in 
1986. 

Howe’s commitment to 
the paramedic program - 
and to PBCC - is strong and 
far-reaching. “It’s been my 
philosophical point of 
view,” he said, “that no 
paramedic should have to 
leave Palm Beach County as 
we have a level of educa¬ 
tional expertise available 
here.” 

In addition to his duties at 
the College. Howe is an emergency medical 
technology (EMT) instructor with the Palm 
Beach County School Board. At St. Mary’s 
Trauma Center in West Palm Beach, he also 
serves as a per diem emergency trauma nurse, 
and is an SRT medic with the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff’s Department Special Response 
Team. 

Despite an intense professional schedule, 
Howe has found time to continue his academic 
studies and is pursuing a bachelor s degree m 
adult education. 

Before being named associate professor 
of music in 1994, Allen Webber served the 
College first as a senior instructor, and then, 
from 1990-94. as an assistant professor. At 
Central Campus, Webber is principally respon¬ 
sible for all music theory and sightsinging 
courses. In addition to teaching classes in 
music appreciation and private voice, he direct¬ 
ed the College’s Concert Chorus and Chamber 
Singers, a group he established in 1992. 

Prior to joining the College faculty, Webber 
was the visiting director of choral activities at 
Paine College in Augusta, Georgia. His musical 
abilities extend to performing areas as well, and 
he is presently a bass-section leader and soloist 
at the Congregational Church of Boca Raton. 

Webber has completed all coursework 
toward a Ph.D. in music theory from the Florida 
State University School of Music, in addition to 
passing preliminary and oral exams. He earned 
a master’s degree in music theory from Miami 
University of Ohio and a bachelor’s degree in 
church music from Ohio’s Cedarville College. 

In reflecting on his selection as a Central 
Campus teacher of excellence. Webber said, 
“It’s always good to be recognized for your 
efforts, especially when it comes from your 
peers.” 

lEissey Campus Teacher of Excellence 
Joan Holloway has been an instructor in 
accounting at PBCC since 1978. That year, she 
also signed on as faculty club adviser for the Phi 
Beta Lambda (PBL) student business club, a 
successful and prolific partnership that contin¬ 
ues today. According to Holloway, her students 
have earned a total of 43 awards at last count, 
and PBL has produced at least one national 
champion in seven of the last eight years. 

Holloway, who received a master’s degree 
from George Peabody College and a bachelor’s 
degree from Harding College, has been in the 


classroom for 30 years. She admits that three 
decades of teaching have helped her develop 
some unique techniques - for instance, getting 
to know the students and believing that each 
class should have a positive atmosphere with 
its learning environment. 

Joan Holloway briefly summed up her teach¬ 
ing philosophy by saying. “My goal is to 
encourage, motivate and excite each student to 
the opportunities of accounting so that they 
will go out and investigate the potential for 
themselves.” For over 18 years, she has helped 
PBCC students hit the accounting books and in 
the process, has been a great hit with the stu¬ 
dents as well. 

native New Yorker who was raised in 
the Bronx, Senior Instructor of Communica¬ 
tions Stephen Gibson graduated from Syracuse 
University in 1979 with a master’s degree in cre¬ 
ative writing/literature. Four years later, he 
headed to South Florida with his family and 
went to work at PBCC’s Glades Campus where 
he remains today. 

Gibson is a rarity of sorts -- an award-win¬ 
ning poet and author who shines in the class¬ 
room as well. When he is not teaching classes 
in English composition, literature, speech and 
creative writing, he is busy producing a litany of 
original compositions. The works of this distin¬ 
guished teacher have appeared in a variety of 
literary magazines including the Paris Review, 
Southern Review and the Apalachee Quarterly 
(Tallahassee). Among other notable achieve¬ 
ments, Gibson is the recipient of an Individual 
Artist Fellowship in Poetry from Florida for 
1994-95. 

Being named Glades Campus teacher of 
excellence is deja vu for Gibson, who received 
the honor in 1990. When asked about his 
thoughts on the award, he replied. ”1 am sur¬ 
prised and delighted to be named a teacher of 
excellence for a second time. Teaching and 
excellence should be thought of together, but it 
is quite rewarding to receive recognition for 
what one enjoys doing and hopes does well.” 

Indeed, the very words one would expect 
from a prize-winning writer and teacher. 

it PBCC’s South Campus, Senior 
Instructor Adele Shapiro has been teaching 
mathematics since 1986. Her impressive educa¬ 
tional career spans more than three decades, 
and since 1968, she has been working within 
the community college system. 

Shapiro has compiled a remarkable list of 
extracurricular activities. She is the current 
mathematics cluster chair, a member of the 
Florida Department of Education (Student 
Assessment Services Section) Ad Hoc 
Committee on Placement Testing and a member 
of the Commencement Committee, serving for 
six years as faculty marshal. 

One of her most notable accomplishments 
occurred during the first three years of her 
tenure at PBCC when she originated, organized 
and administered the Peer Tutoring program at 
South Campus. Looking back, she still consid¬ 
ers this among her most rewarding achieve¬ 
ments. What does it mean to be named a 
teacher of excellence? For Shapiro, and for all of 
the teachers who have been recognized, the 
honor is very special indeed. “My being select¬ 
ed teacher of excellence at South Campus was 
a wonderful surprise," she noted, “but the fact 
that the selection was made by colleagues and 
administration makes it one of the great high¬ 
lights of my 34 year teaching career. I will 
always remember with pride and gratitude that 
warm and wonderful feeling when my name 
was announced.”

Program Receives Accreditation 

The radiologic technology program at Palm Beach 
Community College’s Eissey Campus has received 
accreditation by the Joint Review Committee on 
Education in Radiologic Technology (JRCERT). 
PBCCs program, which was accredited for a maxi¬ 
mum five-year period, was evaluated according to the 
Essentials ami Guidelines of an Accredited 
Educational Program for the Radiographer (1994). 

The U.S. Department of Education recognizes the 
JRCERT as the national agency for the accreditation 
of programs for the radiographer and radiation thera¬ 
pist. 

Radiologic technologists combine the high tech¬ 
nolog) 7 of medical imaging with their skills of patient 
care to create X-ray images or radiographs which are 
used in the detection, diagnosis and treatment of dis¬ 
ease or injury. 

PBCCs radiologic technology program is a 24 
month, competency-based curriculum which includes 
practical experience in area hospitals, and it is 
designed to develop technical proficiency through 
extensive clinical exposure. Vicki E. Shaver, R.T.(R), 
serves as PBCCs program director.

PBCC CLAST Scores Tops in

Palm Beach Community College students who sat 
for the College Level Academic Stalls Test (CLAST) 
on October 7, 1995 achieved the highest scores in the 
South region with an overall 56 percent pass rate. 

In addition to PBCC, the South region is com¬ 
prised of Broward Community College, Florida 
Atlantic University 7 , Florida International University, 
Florida Keys Community College and Miami-Dade 
Community College. 

The CLAST consists of four sections. Of the 290 
PBCC students who took the essay subtest, S2 per¬ 
cent earned a passing grade; for 291 English language 
examinees, the passing rate was 84 percent. In 
addition. 291 students who sat for the reading portion 
scored an 84 percent passing rate, and in mathe¬ 
matics, the passing rate for 28S examinees was 76 
percent.

College Conference and the National 
Junior College Athletic Association, 
PBCCs teams have consistently earned 
local, state, regional and district honors. 

The number of PBCC graduates has 
continued to rise. During the past five 
years, PBCC has awarded over 9,350 
associate in arts and associate in science 
degrees and more than 2,800 short-term 
certificates. 

At PBCC, enrollment continues an 
upward spiral. When Eissey took over as 
president, there were approximately 
8,000 students; currently, there are over 
51,000 students enrolled annually. 
Additionally, there are over 200 foreign 
students enrolled, representing more 
than 50 different countries. 

Moreover, PBCC has formed a vigor¬ 
ous cooperative partnership with busi¬ 
ness and industry. One of the most suc¬ 
cessful and visible ventures is the 
PBCC/Motorola Center for Innovation 


and Technology Transfer which is locat¬ 
ed on the Central Campus. In 1994, 
PBCCs existing relationship with the 
Alcoa Foundation was enhanced when 
the College received a $5,000 donation 
which represented the first installment 
of a three-year $15,000 grant to develop 
an environmental horticulture design 
program at Eissey Campus. 

The College has worked cooperative¬ 
ly with the Palm Beach County School 
District as well. In 1994, PBCC joined 
with the School District to kick off the 
Palm Beach Tech Prep Consortium. In 
this capacity, the College will provide 
support for a smooth transition from 
high school to postsecondary’ education. 

PBCCs international education pro¬ 
gram assists in the development of 
stronger economic and social ties 
between the state and strategic foreign 
countries. PBCCs Florida-Canada 
Institute has assisted in the establish¬ 


ment of a linkage with Algonquin 
College in Ottawa, Ontario, Canada for 
faculty and student exchanges. 

In another example of community 
support and cooperation, PBCCs per¬ 
forming arts theatres have worked with 
the community to make its facilities 
available to various organizations at no 
cost. 

And so, with a seemingly endless 
record of accomplishments as PBCCs 
third president, Ed Eissey is making 
plans to step down. 

But Ed Eissey is no quitter, and even 
though he is now retiring, he is definite¬ 
ly not quitting. He simply has chosen to 
move on.

He is a man we will always 
remember, and no one will ever be able 
to fill his shoes.

Nature’s Bounty

JL, BCCs Eissey Campus in Palm Beach Gardens sprawls majestically across 108 lushly sculpted acres on 
PGA Boulevard. There are few persons who know of the detailed, meticulous planning that precipitated the 
opening of the campus - or of the unique role that nature played in structuring this remarkable site. 

Before the first shovel of dirt was overturned, every possible effort was made to preserve the natural lay of 
the land. Eissey Campus Senior Instructor Bob Bergen, who was with FAU s Pine Jog Center at the time, 

recalls touring the terrain with two PBCC faculty members, Dick Gross and Glen Marsteller, 
both of whom are now retired. In 1978, the three shared 
major environmental concerns, and made some necessary rec¬ 
ommendations to preserve the areas wetlands. 

From the beginning, Ottis Smith, the Eissey Campus' first 
provost, was also acutely aware of the environmental issues 
that were present. After the campus opened in 1982, he con¬ 
sidered the site an oasis and turned down an informal request 
by one local organization to remove the trees that fronted the 
property. 

Several years later, when plans for a campus theatre were 
underway, there was another major concern. The area which 
was targeted for the project was the site of a tortoise refuge, and eight 
gopher tortoises, considered a threatened species, had to be relocated. 

Concerns and efforts directed toward the environment still continue at 
the Eissey Campus today. Ornamental Horticulture Instructor Wally Weerts, 
who has received donations from the local green industry, is working with the 
campus groundskeepers to develop a native plant garden. 

Indeed, the Eissey Campus is truly one with nature, and 
perhaps no one knows this better than Bergen. Dubbed the 
campus’ resident environmentalist, he occasionally strolls 
into his classroom, accompanied by a lizard, tortoise or 
racoon that he has found. According to Bergen, there is 
even a family of grey foxes who inhabit die land, but so far, 
they have not made a classroom appearance.
